>Look for a "dead" inline VHF preamp for sale -- make sure it's RF switching 
>still works, but OK if the amp (transistor) itself is dead. Then open it up 
>and replace what was the amp with an appropriate attenuator. 


Of course if you do this, you'll have attenuation on transmit and none 
on receive. That's not really what was wanted. A better solution is a 
tight bandpass filter in the line between the radio and the antenna. 

A cavity would be nice.

Subject: QRP HF homebrew rigs

I may be interested in building a QRP homebrew rig. I can barely afford 
to get an HT (my first radio) this year on my student budget, so I am 
looking for some way to get on HF without spending a lot of money. I figure 
I need to start using the code I learned before I forget it completely. The 
most I have built in electronics to date is a 2m j-pole and a 2m brass rod 
vertical. I've never used a PCB board, and my soldering ability is still 
less than spectacular. But, I'm willing to try, provided the expense is 
not too high... 

I imagine there are tons of books on this subject. I guess what I am 
really interested in trying is a 40m QRP CW rig. Does anyone have any advice 
on what a good book or a nice kit would be? Kit-form might be the better 
way to go, since I will shortly be returning to college and the only 
electronics store in a two hour radius of the campus is a Radio Shack. 

I already have a straight key in the form of the MFJ practice keyer 
(used to practice for the 5 WPM test) and I can probably figure out how to 
wire a cable to correctly connect to its posts. I will also need to 
build an antenna if I build this rig, and maybe a homebrew SWR meter as well. 
Power will definitely be 120VAC out of the wall. I will consider this whole 
project only if it can be done and I can get on the air for under $100 or so 
(ideally under $60, but that may be unrealistic - actually $100 might be 
unrealistic, I really don't know.) 

If anyone knows of a good kit, a good book, or has had personal 
experience with this sort of project, I would really appreciate some 
advice or info.
